following facts: ‘The woman was a native of 
France, married to Charles Sage, and the 
twain, had lived in Cincinnati where the de- 
ceased became acquainted with them. Mad- 
ame Sage had kept a cigar store in that city , 
on Sixth street, between Main and Wainut 
streets. With her extreme beauty and at- 
trsctiveness she drew around her a hoste of 
customers, among them the deceased, and 
the profits of the shop were soon made the 
means of the purchase of other property.— 
Sage removed with his wife to Latona Springs 
on the Kentucky side of the Ohio River, and 
only two or tnree miies from Cincinnati, 
where he purchrsed a house.

Her constant friend- 
ly visits to him during his sickness increased 
his passion, and on his convalescence, he re- 
solved to follow the pair to this city, whither 
Madame came to fill an engagement as an 
actress in Vaudevi/les, in the Orleans Thea- 
tre. They came down on the steamer J. S

day, Madame and her husband took rooms at 
the house where the tragedy occurred. 
On the trip down, Betiford bad taken fre- 
quent occasions to declare his pnssion for 
for Madame, and evon went so fur as to pro- 
post an elopement. ‘This proposition, it 
would appear, she had rejected, and failed to 
make known the overtures made her, fearing 
that from the desperate character of her ad- 
mirer that some.,fatal violence might take 
place between him and her husband.

AGRICULTURAL. 


Will Farming Pay? 


We Siti in tlie Amberst Express a dinner speech 
by Mr. Charles L. Flint, Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Board of Agriculture, which seems to 
come to the point on this question. He took oc- 
casion tosiy:  ” 

T have often heard it said that farming does} 
not pay, that it pays less than any other pureuit. } 
Now I beliove that it is this very idea, unqualitied, 
naked as it is, that makes farming languish, and 
that causes so many of the young and intelligent 
men of the country to leave it; and I have some- i 
times had an inexpressible desire to say a word or 
two, notin denial, but rather in qualification of 
this statement, so’prevalent even among farmers 
themselves. 

Why, sir, if farming does not pay, where, in 


— 


the name of common sense, let me ask, haye the |, 


farmers here to-day procured so’many of the ev- 
idences of comfort and happiness by which they 
are surrounded? Wave they ran in debt for them? 
Are their farms all covered with mortgages?— 
Have they not the means of meeting from day to 
day and from year to year all the wauts of an ea- 
sy and honorable livelihood? 

Ro, sir, I venture to say their farms are no more 
covered with mortgages than they are with weeds 
and bushes. Here and there, it is true, is an in- 
stancé-of a farmer deeply involved, owing to eir- 
eustances or misfortunes which no human fore- 
sight could havo prevented; but in what business 
of life isnot this the case? The boy who visits 
the metropolis antl gazes at gorgeous and splen- 
did palaces which line the streets, the beautiful 
éarriages rolling in luxury, and all the magnificent 
decorations of wealth, is apt to stand amazed, 
some say gaping with astouishment. Fancy fings 
around it a bewitching drapery, end he cannot 
see how such things can be without the solid, sub- 
substantial foundation ofsyealth-at the bottom of 
it all: Hteconnot see-how the artificial forms of 
society acquire the display of wealth, without the 
needful wenjth itself. He cannot “go into the 
counting-room and see the weight of embarrass- 
ment pressing down upon many an aching heart. 
He cannot see and know the namber of those who 
wear a borrowed crown: bea 

‘Now, sir, Task every farmer here if the farms 
in his neighborhood are not less mortgaged than 
they were twenty years ago? If the comforts and 
the laxurios-of life are not more abundant, if the 
buildings are not on the wholé, much improved, if 
the schools and school houses are not better, if land 
is not bigher-and produce higher, if til ;whole as 
pect of the country isnot changed for the better? 
Lknow the answer must be yes, in some parts of the 
State and I doubt not it 1850 here. Now I ask a- 
gain how thosetthing are brought about if thereis 
no profitin farming? Ido not mean to say that 
there are ‘not occupations that sometimes pay bet- 
ter at the time, but I believe it to be true, that, in 
thelongrup, all things considered, farming will | 
compare favorably with other occupations. It 
must be remembered in this connection, that if it 
does not pay so-well as mercantile pursuits-some- 
times do, farmers do not take sucha course as 
merchants do to make it pay. As soon as the 
merchant gets a surplus he puts it right into his 
business to increase'and enlarge the sources of 
his income, while it is too often the case that far- 
riers prefer to invest an extra fifty or hundred 
dollars in some railroad stock or some other man- 
ner to investing inrealasdpermanent improve- 
mts, by which they would eventfuly realizea 
stire and safe per cent. interest. They seem to 
forget that every acre of reclaimed or improved 
land forms a sort of reserved or sinking fund 
which will pay not only old debts but the cost of 
its own improvement. They should also leave out | 
of the question sach men engaged? in agriculture 
aa show by their mode of farming that they would 
fail at any thing else: Ido not believe the expe- 
riment has been fully and fairly tried yet, and 1 
long to see it carried through s0 as to show tho 
result on this very point. 

But apart from the consideration of dollars 
and cents‘there are other and higher considera- 
tions which should have an important influence 
in the décision of the question whether farming 
will pay. f 

It is natural fer us all to get interested in the 
plans of improvement which we have ourselves 
originated and perfected. If we build a house or 
clear a field, or drain a meadew or reclaim a 
swamp, if we plant an orchard ora nursery, or 
raise a beautifal animal, we ffl something 
which insensibly touches the heart and gives us a

For who' but # rascal could be guilty of driving 
a horse one Handred miles in loas.than nine hours, 
for no other object on earth than to make the no- 
bleanimial the tool of gamblers to win money 
from their dupes; and then, not eohtent-with that 
eruelty, to force him on anuther mile to win a few 
more dollars, till the poor exhausted creature on- 
ly found relief from his worse than brute. driver 
in the sleep of death? Such is the fate of the 
horse tliat trotted 101 miles on the Long Island 
Centerville Course on Sutdrdayy Such ill’ prab- 
ably be the fate of thesplendid gray horse that 
we reported as pacing against a trotter on Friday. 
It seems a pity that if brutes must be raced to 
death, a lower order of animals had not been cho- 
sen. Theproprictors and drivers of these defunct 
horses should have been put throvgh the process 
in their stoad.—[Amorican Agriculturist, 


GUANO. 


The monopoly of Pernyian guano by an English 
company, in connection with the Peruvian Goy- 
ernment, has been, and is still, the source of much 
discontent on the part of the agriculturists. of this 
country, and there are, in certain parts of this 
country, indications of a strong effort to break 
down this sotiepdly by the aid of government in- 
fluence. The Executive Committe of the Virginin 
Agricultural Sovicty, previous to their recent state 
fair, appointed a comiittee to wait upon tho agent 
of the Perayian Government at Washington, and 
upon President Pierce and see what could be done 
in the premises. In the report of this cozmittee 
to a general meeting of the members of this Soci- 
ety, they recommend the passage of a series of 
resolutions, strongly condemning the action of the 
Peruvian Government, and urging the administra- 
tion to take prompt and energetic action. They 
reported that they foand-tho President fully alive 
to the importance of this subject, and ready to do 
all in his power to bring aboat the degfred’ end.— 
This report was adopted and the resolutions pass- 
ed. em 

“We hope there Will be nd fillibustering move- 
ments in this enterprise, but that whatever 
done will be guided by jadgment and discretion, 
and with proper respect to the Peruvian Govern- 
ment, and a just regard to the rights of the Eng- 
lish company, who haye assumed a large debt. due 
from that government,§ upon tho condition . that 
they should have the proceeds of the sale of gu- 
ano unti: the debt is‘liquidated. We have every 
roason to believe the guano business is inefficient- 
ly managed, and that it might be supplied to this 
eoutry in abundance, and ata much lower price, 
witha greater profit to the holders than is now re- 
ceived, but we have no right to dictate terms ti 
them any more than to the owners of any other nat- 
ural product or manufactured article Be:
